And whereas the area comprising the judicial zone of Chandigarh lias 
ceased to be a terrorist affected area, 

And whereas the Special Court in relation to the judicial zone of Chandi¬ 
garh has already been abolished vide notification of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Home Affairs, No. S.O. 695(E), dated the 25th September, 
1985; 

And whereas no case is pending in the Additional Special Court at Ajmer; 

Now, therefore, in exercise ot powers conferred by section 15-A of the 
Terror,st Affected Areas (Special Courts) Act, 1984 (61 of 1984), the Central 
Government hereby abolishes, with effect from the 30th September, J 993, the 
Additional Special Court at Ajmer in relation to judicial zone of Chandigarh as 
established under the said notification. 
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
